She volunteered to resuscitate the 
unconscious Mrs. Baldwin while the 
Commissioner and I returned to the 
private office and closed ourselves in 
with the stark figure on the floor.

The appearance of th a t figure 
was ghastly to Hie point of the fa n ­ 
tastic. Dr. Baldwin lay there a i if 
in dreadful caricature of the un­ 
happy women whom he had been 
unable to save, only a few hours 
before. 
Like Lola Carewe and Christine 
Quires sprawled Doctor Baldwin. 
Aa their hands had been flung in 
twisted anguish above their heads, 
so Doctor Baldwin’s m ighty arm s 
were turned up in a stiff attitude of 
mortal anguish. Lula h a d l a i n 
t w i s t e d at our feet, her body 
screwed alm ost into Hie semblance*

So tw isted 
also was the long, strong body of 
this athletic physician. The u n n at­ 
ural curve of arm s and legs. the 
distortion of the neck, the very 
pointing of his toes suggested on# 
bizarre interrogation point.
